THE DEMAND OF REITER

CAUSES S0ME SURPRISE.

It Places Secretary Tracy in a Bather Em-
burrassing Fosition—His Decision, and
Not the Commander on Trial—A Dis-
agrecable Tusk for Officers.

WasHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Commander
George Reiter's demand for trial by a saval
court is somewhat of & surprise to naval of-
ficers in Washington, There had been
rumors afloat that he would make such a de-
mand, but they were not generally regarded
as well founded. His action revives inter-
est in the ease on account ot the rather awk-
ward position in which it places the Secre-
tary of the Navy. He can hardly refuse the
demand, and to grant it is reully to put him-
self on trial before a court of subordinates ol

_Commander Reiter, in his letter published
this morning, virtually arraiens the Seere
tary for illegally punishing him without
trial by court martial, and while any court
that might be ordered wonld nominally be
required to pass upon the conduct of Com-
munder Heiter in the Barrundia affair, the
real question before it would be the propri-
ety of Secretary Tracy’s action, Comman-
der Reiter has already been punished »by a
severe public reprimand and the only real
question now at issue is whether or not that
punishment was just. 1f the Secretary or-
ders a conrt martial and the members after
fully considering the circumetances sur-
rounding Commander Reiter find that his
course was blameworthy, their action will
be equivalent to sustaining the Seeretary.

Another Battle IsCertain.

The Indians, now 12 miles from here, are
avowed hostiles, and yet he caonot attack
them at onoe, for the reason that they ex-
plain their alow progress from the fact that
they are carrying with them wounded bueks
and squawa, Nevertheless it is a faot that
the hostiles are as nt as ever. There
must be one more terrible battle befors this
war isclosed for the winter.

warpath, The officers in conclusion asked
